Wind, an 
Abundance 
of Rain. 


Much Snow and a Tidal Wave. 


Roston, Ja.n. 24.—A storm of consider- 


uble severity and attended with rather 
uxcep'tionaj phenomeniapassed over New 
KnKland Sunday, causing heavy rains in 
the southern portion. 10 to 12 inches of 
mow in Maine and New Hampshire, 
thunder and lightning in the extreme 
ri'rtheast, and practically a tidal wave 
on the coust from Cape Cod to Portland. 


While Uhe heavy snows in Maine caused 


I uiie delay in railroad transportation, 
urnl the s'-vere rains in. the south were 
I'cspoiK-iblc for numerous washouts, the 
most destructive feature of the storm 
seems to have been in the tremendous 
tide which swept ill from thesea-at noon. 
imriidiUin.g a greater portion of the coast 
and causing a heavy loss to owners of 
properly along the water front and at 
tlie beaches. At i.lloucester the tide, ac- 


rding to some records, was the high- 


est since the memorable storm of IStil, 
and caused an estimated loss to property 
if over $10.ii'«i. Cellars were Hooded, and 
us the own^-ra of stores wliich suffered 
were absent scarcely any yoods wt-tr' 
saved from t h e water. Fortunately the 
easterly wirid subsided hd'cre nnoii. f,.;

Within a radius of 50 miles of this city, 
exceptionally heavy winds were not re- 
ported and certainly not on the coast. 
The position of the moon undoubtedly 
had imif'h to do with the great height of 
the tide, but an easterly blow some dis- 
tance out at sea, caused by the storm, 
probably had swelled the tidal wave to 
something- far beyond what has been 
eeen here for many years, 


Reports from Maine and New Hamp- 


shire show that the storm was severe 
throughout that region, More snow fell 
in some places in Maine than hasi been 
seen aJl winter, and trains from the north 
mid east into Portland were all more or 
less delayed. Another peculiar feature 
of the storm was ch« electric phenomena 
at Eastport and St. John. For half an 
hour it thundered and lightened like an 
afternoon in July, but this was followed 
by a shift of vind to the northeast, and 
nearly a blizzard. The wind at one time 
at Gastport readh«d «. velocity of 60 
rniles an hour. Altogether the »torm 
was rather a peculiar «id a remarkable 
one in New England,
